FLAVELLE IS 
NO PROFITEER, 
~ SAYS EDWARDS 


‘Senator in a Position to State He 
Made No Large Sum During War 
i . 


r, : 
Ottawa, June 3—Senator W. C. 
Edwards, the veteran Liberal senator’ 
of Ottawa, declared in the senate 
yesterday that he knew what the 
annual profits of Sir Joseph Fiavelle 
were, and that “only a small ‘portion 
| of that which he possesses was made 
during the war period.” He an- 
‘nounced as well that Sir Joseph's old 
company, “like many other companies 
that were supposed to be making pro- 
fits during the war, lost money, es- 
pecially last year, and Will lose heav- 
ily this year.” Sir Joseph, moreoyer, 
was not nearly one of the wealthiest 
.|men in Canada. There were two sen- 
ators on the government side of the 
house, each of whom had _ wealth 
greater than that of Sir Joseph. 


SHOULD KNOW THE FACTS 


Senator Edwards brought — this 
matter up on a question of privilege, 
because he considered‘ it important 
for the people of Canada to know 
the facts concerning Sir Joseph at 
this juncture, when he has accepted 
conditionally the position of chair- 
man of the Grand Trunk - Railway 
for a time. There’ had been attacks 
upon him in the press and in parlia- 
ment. “There are those,” he con- 
tinued, “in various parts of Canada 
who have ridiculed him because of 
the allegation, which has been very 
improperly made, that during the war 
period he was a profiteer. Honorable 
gentlemen, I am in a position to Bay 
that such {s not the case. Sir Joseph 
Flavelle did not profit to the extent 
of one dollar because of his chair- 
manship of the Imperial Munitions 


Board. 


WEALTH ACQUIRED 
LEGITIMATELY 

“It has been further suggested tuat 
he made an enormous fortune as a 
result of hi3 business during the war. 
Iam in a position to know differently. 
I know that such is not the case. It 
is true that his firm did a large volume 
of business, and on a small margin of 
profit did at that time make an excep- 
tional amount, as did all institutions 
of the same kind in Canada and in 
other parts of the world; but that the 
fortune which he possesses was made 
during the war period is not true. I 
may say here that his fortune is nat 
the enormous fortune that so many 
‘Canadians suppose it to be. He is 
well off, I admit, but that is a result 
of the fact that for many years he ap- 
plied himself industriously and as- 
siduously to the business which he 
managed, and like many other men in 
Canada and other countries, he does 
enjoy the result of hard labor - and 
close application. But he should not 
be singled out. He is not one of the 
toppers in Canada insofar as wealth 
is concerned—nothing of the kind. 

HIS QUALIFICATIONS 

“Some may say that Sir Joseph 
Flavelle, not being a railway man, is 
not qualified for the situation. The 
first qualifications necessary are 
executive ability, industry and appli- 
caton, and I know of no man wn 
Canada, nor have I ever known of a 
Canadan, whom I would as soon put 
at the head of the entire railway sys- 
tem owned by the government as Sir 
Joseph Flavelle. In the situation in 
which Canada is today, it should not 
be a question of partyism or politics, 
it should be a question of qualifica- 
tion. He has not finally determined 
that he will occupy that position (i.e., 
as head of the government roads). 
He has only accepted it condition- 
all. ‘He {s under a promise to his 
family that he will not enter into any 
obligations of the kind; and if Cana- 
da succeeds in getting him to accept 
the obligation, it will be against his 
own will and against the will of his 
famly. 

“When I said a moment ago that 
political conditions should not gov- 
ern, I was about to say that if I were 
choosing a man to stand at the head 
of affairs of this country, as premier 
of Canada, Sir Joseph Flavelle is the 
man I would choose, and he Is on 

Jthe opposite side of politics from my- 
self. Iam a_Iiberal, honorable 
gentlemen, but when there. is a ques- 
tion of principle involved I have no 
politics. I am for Canada first and 
always; and in helping to secure Sir 
Joseph Flavelle for that important 
position, I believe I am doing the 
strongest thing that I can possibly do 
to promote the Interests of Canada.”

GRASSHOPPERS HAVE. 


“APPEARED I ALBERTA

. Grasshoppers are reported to be at 
work in‘several parts-of Southern Al- 
berta.., The cool, weather of‘the past 


week: has retarded the hatching ..pro- |: 


cess, however they havé hatched. in 
sufficient. numbers in. some. districts 
to) warrant the conclusion that large 
numbers will appear as soon as warm 
weather sets in, . From investigations 
which ‘have been made, as many . as 
2,000 eggs. per square, foot have heen 
found, and from. 80% to 85% of these 
eges have hatched under artificial in- 
cubation. ° —.... by dst oo ; 
The . Department, of, Agriculture 
through the schools of. Agriculture 
has, organized,,the: province into dis- 
tricts for. the purpose of; putting. con- 
trol; measures. into: effect.”.; . -Each 
school of agriculture will be respon- 
sible. for its. district. Men from, the 
staff, of the school-and, others which 
will. be. supplied: by.the Department, 
will: be available to attend. meetings 
and to: give. whatever information and 
assistance is possible;in the campaign. 
.A good deal.of damage was done 10 
the .young growing crops: last ‘season 
throughout the province of-Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan, and over a_ consider- 
able area of Southern Alberta. The 
use of poison bait, consisting of bran, 
molasses and arsenic,” with the addi- 
tion of a small amount of salt or the 
juice of lemons, has proved beyond 
question to be.entirely effective in 
destroying the hoppers if used early 
in'the season. The Department has al- 
ready on hand Jarge supplies of this 
poison bait stored at the Schools of 
Agriculture, these schools .being _lo- 
cated as follows: Youngstown, 
mond, Gleichen, Claresholm, Olds and 
Vermilion. This bait will be sold at 
cost to anyone who makes application 
to the nearest School of Agriculture. 
The bran will cost from $20 to $25 per 
ton, molasses 5%4c per pound and ar- 
senic 30c per pound at point of ship- 
ment. Full information respecting 
the mixture, method of mixing and 
application may be secured by writing 
to one of the Schools of Agricultuse. 
From experience gained last year 


lin Alberta, as well as in Manitoba and 


Saskatchewan, hoppers may be, en- 
tirely controlled, provided the far- 
mers in the districts infested co-oper- 
ate in the campaign of poisoning. 
On the other hand, very serious loss 
may result if the farmers generaliy do 
not use. every means in their power 
to destroy the hoppers on their own 
farms. In the work which was done 
last year in Southern Alberta the 
hoppers could be found dead in large 
numbers in from 12 to 20 hours after 
the bait had been scattered. In sev- 
eral’ cases which were seen by offi- 
cials of the Department, portions of 
fields were entirely destroyed before 
‘poison was applied. Immediately after 
two applications of the poison the 
work of the hoppers had practically 
cen'sed, and in every ‘case where the 
poison was properly mixed and ap- 
plied early in the morning over a 
period of two weeks, the 
were completely destroyed. If the 
work is undertaken seriously by peo- 
ple in every, district where this pest 
appears, the members of the Depart- 
ment are satisfied that the results of 
destruction from grasshoppers will not 
materially affect the yield of crops. 
Furthermore, if the campaign during 
the present year is effective in every 
part of the province, the possibility 
of an outbreak in 1922 will be greatly 
legsened.. On the other hand, if effec- 
tive measures are not adopted, and 
hoppers are allowed to hatch and de- 
velop to maturity, eggs will again be 
laid by the adult hoppers and in all 
probability will prove a menace again 
next year. Some parasites were 
noticed last year, working on the ad- 
ult hopper, but they were not found in 
sufficient numbers to seriously reduce 
the number of hoppers. 

The Department would respectfully 
ufge upon every citizen the impor- 
tance of doing everything possible to 
eradicate this menace. Factors such 
as the lack of moisture and heavy 
winds may reduce the yield of crops, 
but these are largely out of the con- 
trol of human beings. In the case of 
grasshoppers, however, the remedy 
is at hand, and it is hopeful that the 
work. will be efficiently and carefully 
done.

The effort to se- 
cure reductions in wages and alter- 
ations In working conditions has al- 
ready been commenced In the United 
States and {s proceeding in a sane, 
orderly and legal manner. What is 
accomplished there will, undoubtedly 
reflect on the rates of pay and work- 
ing conditions in Canada.

Mr. H. H. Hull, the general secre-' 
tary of the Council, spoke on the “Fal- 
lacy, of Government Control for Bever- 
age *Purposes.” A great deal of his’ 
speech was taken up with criticism of 
the members of the government for 
their shilly-shallying and insincerity 
in the mater of introducing a referen- 
dum for Government control. This-~was 
necessarily rather involved in some 
parts, the subject being a very compli- 
cited one. -He enunciated the policy. 
of the Social Service Council as one of 


“bone dry” ‘prohibition for beverage, 
and strict government control for 
pormitted purposes—medical, sacra- 


mental, manufacturing and commer- 
cial. The Federal government should 
own and control the ‘manufacture of 
alcohol, sell to the provincial govern- 
ments, and they in turn to the Medical 
Association. The speaker claimed most 
emphatically -that alcohol was. the 
greatest enemy of mankind to-day. 


control for beverage purposes, he in- 
stanced the case of Saskatchewan, 
which had tried it and said: “Never 
again,” by a 4 to 1 majority. In_ the 
borough of Carlisle, ‘drunkenness had 
increased 171 per cent in two years 
under government ownership. The 
United States had tested it very thor- 
oughly in several ‘states, and abandon- 
ed it as a failure. | 

The speaker spent some time ex- 
plaining the organization of the “One 
Thousand Club.” This was an attempt 
to get one thousand organizations — 
churches, Sunday Schools, U.F.A.s, 
Women’s Institutes—and individuals 
to pledge each’ $10 per year to the 
support of the Social Service Council: 

The speeches were followed by some 
discussion of the various points raised, 
in. which several members of the aud- 
fence took part. is 

Rev. W. G. Brown took the chair at 
the evening meeting, and gave a stir- 
ring and inspiring address on the re- 
cent campaign in Ontario and on the 
failure of government control. He said 
the campaign ih Ontario was the great- 
est in the history of Canada. The “Lib- 
erty League” representing the liquor 
interests, had made an enormous ex- 
penditure of time and energy, leaving 
no stone unturned to win the decision, 
but had ignominiously failed. The 
speaker painted a graphic picture of 
the excitements of the campaign, in 
which, ‘for instance, women from Ot- 
tawa had posted liquor posters— on 
church sheds. Billboards, street cars, 
country barns, had all been used by 
the liquor people in their campaign, 
which the speaker charged was one of 


misrepresentation. He said the liquor 
people were the “poorest sports on 
varth.” All governments, he said, 


seemed to have a tender spot for the 
liquor Interests. This was instanced 
by the selection of April 18, as the date 
for the vote, just when the roads would 
be impassible and spring work would 
be on. Three weeks before the date 
the rural roads in Ontario were prac- 
tically impassible. However, the wea- 
ther man fooled them, the sun came 
out and dried them up, and the tem- 
perance. people worked rural - Ontario 
as it had never been worked 
election before.

NEW GOLF. COURSE 


‘The: following: letter’ from: Bob 


‘|Smith, the Calgary golf professional, 


who spent a few days in the city re- 
cently, has been handed ‘to: The’ News 
by ‘J. R. McClure, «President of the 
GolfGlub.: This shows what'a heautl- 
ful layout ‘the proposed new course 
will have, one that Red Deer can be 
justly proud of. 
Calgary, Alta., May 20th, 1921. 
To the President, : 
Red Deer Golf Club, 

Red Deer, Alberta. 
Dear Sir,— ~ ; 

Regarding my recent visit to your 
city, I wish to report on the proposed 
golf course which I staked out. I 
have laid out a great many golf 
courses, and in my opinion you have 
the ground and situation for one of 
the finest golf courses in Canada. 

Your first hole, as staked: by me, 
will extend approximately 295 yards, 
your fairway being guarded on either 
side by trees. 

Your second hole is a full iron shot, 
about 185 yards; the green, as staked, 
is protected by trees to trap any 
wild shot. 

The third hole, about 315 yards, go- 
ing towards the fence, will be quite 
a sporting hole, You will require to 
clear shrub on this fairway as I 
pointed out to your committee while 
on the ground. 

Your fourth hole, extending to the 
far corner of the fence, about 385 
yards in length, is quite clear of any 
bush. This will make a splendid two 
shot hole. When clearing the shrub 
on this fairway please remember to 
leave part of it guarding. both ‘sides 
of the green as hazards. 

The fifth hole will be one ‘of the 
finest holes on the course. Driving 
towards the river, through a neck 
protected on both sides by trees, ycu 
reach a plateau, from, where, playing 
a good second, one has to carry anoth- 
er ridge to reach the green nestling 
in the valley. This hole is approxi- 
mately 400 yards in length. 

Playing to the sixth, a pretty one 
shot hole of 175 yards length, one will 
have to carry all the way to this 
green, as the tee is guarded by a nat- 
ural bunker and any topped shot will 
be badly punished. © 

From ‘he sixth green you will blaze 
a trail through the wood to the 
seventh tee. This tee fs very prettily 
situated, and I suggest that you have 
a seat placed there. Playing down to 
the seventh green, you will require to 
cut away a few of the trees on the 
right hand side. The length of this 
hole is about 390 yards. 

The eighth hole is right along the 
flat, a distance of about 375 yards. 

The ninth and home hole, distance 
395 yards, can be played as a dog's 
leg hole or if you wish to make a clear- 
This will open 
up a view to the club house and make 
it a straight hole. 

In the meantime it would be advis- 
able to skin your greens the same a8 
you have done in your present course, 
but with your water eee surround 
ing your course you will have no diffi- 
culty whenever you are in a position 
to pipe every green at a very little 
expense, enabling you to have grass 
greens. 

This in itself will be an added at- 


P traction, Inaking your course one of 
iN the* ‘very few in Western Canada that 


can boast of having a thoroughly up- 
to-date golf course,

Quite 
‘apart from ‘the lack of consideration 
which this showed for the other nas- 
senrers—amongst whom were sev- 
eral ladies—think of the danger of 
it, where an accidental little fire 
might have endangered the lives, of 
some score more. There. are surely 
enougit instances on record where 
men smoking in bed in thetr own 
houses have fallen asleep and been 
burned to ‘death, without having to 
emphasise the much bigger danger 
in a bed on a train: » 
. I spoke about this case to the 
porter in the morning, and he told 
me that one day. there would be a 
big fire, and then people would per- 
haps sit up and take notice.

BRITISH BACHELORS TAKE TO 
MARRIAGE 


. 

The British middle-aged bachelor 
is taking kindly to marriage. This is 
one of the facts revealed in the an- 
nual report of the Registrar-General 
of Births, Marriages and Deaths, just 
published. It is probably the most 
humanly interesting document .of its 
kind ever issued. The number of 
bachelors of forty-five and over who 
married in 1918 was double that of 
1911. What is the explanation? The 
Registrar-General advances two possi- 
ble -eontributory causes—war. pros- 
perity and the surplus of marriage- 
able women brought about by the war. 
The effect of the war in creating so 
many widows is reflected in the stat- 
Istics of women re-marrying. Under 
the age of twenty-five the number was 
10.7 times, and at twenty-five to thirty: 
it was six times as great as in 1911. 
But. there are also increases under 
this head at ages over forty-five,which 
help to preve a general increase in 
marriage at this time of life, common 
to men and women, widowed or single. 
Boys under twenty are also marrying 
{n much greater numbers. The two 
most striking facts in this connection 
are that boy husbands selddm marry 
women as young as or younger than 
themselves, and they do not marry 
widows as a rule,. A sad note is pro- 
vided by the revelation that.the war 
cost the nation 500,000 babies, a total 
almost identical with that of the men 
who were killed on the battlefields,
